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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendment is drawn to methods of using a sub-genus of pharmaceutical compositions targeting 
a human PSD95. However, the sequence of said composition is not disclosed, and thus would require additional search and consideration 
to address rejections under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: While Applicant proposes amending claims 1 , 7 
and 1 3, and claims dependent therefrom, to limit the invention to using a sub-genus of antisense molecules directed against human 
PSD95, Applicant does not propose to similarly amend claim 19 and claims dependendent, which remain broader in scope. The request 
for reconsideration has been considered, but does not overcome the rejections because Applicant's arguments amount to a general 
allegation that the claims define a patentable invention without demonstrating how the pharmaceutical composition fulfills the 
requirements of 35 U.S.C. 112 first paragraph, written description and enablement. Furthermore, Applicant has not provided a copy of the 
GenBank Accession U83192 as indicated in the response filed June 29, 2007 so as to provide a nexus between the claimed human 
PSD95 and the rat PSD95 disclosed in the specification. 
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
